Background : - 

As you are aware, there is a Special Section of the Security 
Index* The purpose for this section is to provide that individuals 
contained therein be given special consideration as to the desirability 
of apprehencing them in the event of hostilities. This section, at the 
present time, contains the names of 203 individuals, and is broken down 
into six categories, as follows: 


Espionage Subjects .... .... 89 

Government employees . . .... 40 

Prominent Individuals . .... 26 

Atomic Energy Employees .... 7

It will be noted that the number of 203 individuals in the Special 
Section of the Security index appears to be high. This seems particularly

At the conclusion of the review it is recommended 
that a memorandum be prepared setting forth the identities of those 
persons who are properly included in ■the Special Section and further 
setting forth the identities of those persons concerning whom it is 
recommended that their names be deleted from the Spec i al Section together 
with the reasons far the action. At the completion of this analysis it 
ia recommended that instructions be issued to the field for summary 
type reports concerning subjects Included in the Special Section of the 
Security Index to be immediately furnished to the Bureau so that these 
reports will be readily availaole for dissemination.

PURPOSE: 


To provide for a review of all cases involving subjects 
currently in the Special Section of the Security Index for the purpose 
of determining whether or not they are properly included therein and 
to provide for instructions to be issued to the field to submit 
information in summary type reports suitable for distribution con- 
cerning these subjects. 

• . 

GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS : 


As you are aware, the Special Section of the Security Index 
contains the names of individuals who should be given special considera- 
tion as to the desirability of their apprehension in the event of 
hostilities. This Special Section is broken down into six categories 
as follows: 

Espionage Subjects V' ■ . 

Government Employees ' ^. 3 ,.. 

Prominent Individuals : 

Atomic Energy Employees ..A " 

Foreign Government finployees v : 

United Nations Personnel

There are over 200 names in the Special Section and sine* the ‘ •’ 

Bureau will be taking the responsibility for allowing these people 
to be at large after the start of hostilities while separate co noi-dor a- 
tion is given to the desirability of apprehending them, the investigative 
files regarding these subjects should be examined now, for the purpose 
of determining whether the national security might better be served 
by including the names of various individuals now in the Special Section 
along with the others in the Security Index. 


Each Supervisor should review those cases of individuals t 
assigned to him who are now in the Special Section of the Security Index 
to determine if 1 hey are properly included therein. At the conclusion 
of the review, eacn case should be the subject of a memorandum which 
will indicate why the name should be deleted from the Special Section 
or why t*- name should be continued in the Special Section. These 
memoranda will then be correlated by Supervisor Whitson, Room, 1647, 
and a summary memorandum of recommendations will be prepared. 


1FT " ' III III 
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It will then be necessary for each Supervisor to whom any 
of the subjects now included in the Special Section of the Security 
Index are assigned to issue instructions to the Field for summary type 
reports concerning those subjects to be continued in the Special Section 
so that these reports will be readily available for dissemination in 
the event of an emergency. These instructions should also provide that 
periodic reoorts suitable for dissemination be submitted covering the 
activities of those subjects retained in the Special Section,. 

With regard to those individuals who are to be deleted from 
the Special Section and placed in the Security Index for apprehension 
in the event of an emergency, each Supervisor, in reviewing his case 
files should determine whether reports now in the file are suitable 
for dissemination. If necessary, the Field should be instructed to 
prepare a summary type report suitable for dissemination on such 
subjects as are being placed in the regular Security Index.

The Statistical Section is unable to furnish a breakdown of the number 
of cancellations in the Security Index by field office on a weekly basis for the 
past three months* period as no cancellation date appears on the cancellation 
cards in the Statistical Section# However the Statistical Section has furnished 
the total number of cancellations for the period frcm June 15, 1950 to September 
28, 1950, by field offices. June 15, 1950, is the date the Security Index was 
converted to the new IEU system. The total number of cancellations for that

It is also to be noted that a part of the period covered by the 
above figures is for a time when membership in the CP was not of itself 
considered sufficient to warrant an 31 card. During that period many offices 
were reviewing their files to determine if the activities of subjects 
warranted continuance of SI cards based on instructions in effect at that 
tine covering justification of a card.

Reference la respectfully cade to SAC letters No. 1;8 and 
No* 5it> Series 1950* dated July 25* 1950 and August U* 1950* respectively* 
wherein the Bureau advised that it has been found necessary to broaden 
our standards to include in the Security Index the names of all i ndiv iduals 
who are present, active, participating members of the Communist Party or 
related groups, or who actively espouse the line of those groups, regardless 
of the individual’s leadership in the Party, present enployment or past 
activities* ’ •*- • 


It is believed that this is a sound policy and that maximum 
results should be obtained in the shortest period of time in view of the 
critical international situation. It is further believed that the implica- 
tion to be drawn from the referenced’ SAC Letters is that eventually every 
present meatier of the Communist Party will he a Security Iidex subject. In 
the case of New Haven, at the present time we have approximately 250 Security 
Index subjects who are members of or adhere to the r.op»n*v*?+. Party. 

According to reliable information available to this office* 
the total membership of the Communist Party in Connecticut at the present 
time is approximately SCO. This means that as far as the New Haven Office 
is concerned 550 additional persons will eventually be placed on the Security 
Index. At the present time this office has 35 Agents assigned to it, exclusive 
of the SAC and tfce ASAC. Two additional Agents have been assigned to this 
office but have not yet arrived. As of July 31* 1950, this office had a 
total of 290 security cases. Since July 31st, approximately eighty additional 
cases have been opened and it is anticipated that this figure will continue 
to rise. 

Under the present Bureau requirements it is necessary 
prior to receiving approval from the Eureau for a Security Index subject, to 
submit a report. The Bureau further requires that considerable information 
concerning background, CP membership, and activities, related activities 
and the like be obtained and reported. This means that considerable time 
must be spent conducting investigation. As far as this office is concerned, 
if the deduction is correct that 550 additional persons may be placed on the 
Security Index in this office, considerable investigative time will be utilised 
in making these investigations. In 90% of these cases the investigation will 
pertain to members who may be classified as routine and who, under previous 
Bureau policy, would not have been actively^ investigated. This, therefore. 
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present® an investigative problem for the New Haven Office end it is 

presumed that in larger offices the investigative problem will be that | 

■ach greater. Since the main objective at the present tune on the 

part of the Bureau a? reflected in the referenced SAC Letters, is to ' j 

place on the Security Index as many of the present members of the CP, •■'*!

BACKGROUND AND DETAILS ' • 

."f l£ during the course of a security investigation facts a re developed 
indicating, that the subject is potentially dangerous to_the in ternal security, 
it is incumbent upoiTthe ’’investigating Agent tof submit a r ecoiaaendajiion_for the 
preparation. of a Security. Index card. Frobfidurally/ the recommendation always 
arises from the Field in view of the fact that they possess in the first instance 
the data necessary for the preparation, of the card. H owever, in pra ctice, the 
Supervisor at the Seat_of Government may u non reviewing a case determi n e tha t 
it is a n “appropriate one for inclusion jin .the Security Index program and_may 
tnereiore instruct tne j' ieid to submit a recommendatio n for a card . 

Upon receipt of the recommendation at the Seat of Government, the 
substantive case is reviewed by the Supervisor to determine if a Security Index 
card is warranted. If the Supervisor determines that the case is clearly short 
of the standards for inclusion in the Index, he so advises , the Field and gives 
the reason why the Security Index card is declined. If the individual comes 
clearly within the standards for inclusion in the Index, the Supervisor authorizes 
the approval of a Security Index card and the field is so advised. If the case 
is one of a questionable nature, it may be taken by the Supervisor to either 
the Section Chief or the Inspector in charge of the Division for final decision. 


Vhile the standards for inclusion in the Index are not inflexible, 
certain individuals are as a general rule included if they fall within one or 
more of the following categories* 

All members or affiliates of the Communist Party or similar Marxist 
revolutionary groups who have

received from the Bureau* (two) that where changes are made in Security 
Index cards the Bureau not prepare the cards in the Bureau, but that the 
changes be noted on the existing cards in the field. 

This office recommends that the second suggestion above be 
adopted for the following reasons: 

Under the present system whereby a FD-122 is forwarded to 
the Bureau containing a change in the residence, employment, status, etc. 
of a Security Index subject the FD-122 must be approved by the Supervisor 
and routed to a clerk who makes changes on the card in pencil, ini: or 
by typewriter, whichever is the fastest and most economical, oendinp 
receipt of the amended card from the Bureau. Upon receipt of* the amended 
card prepared at the Bureau on the IBM machine, the Supervisor must initial 
the copy of the FD-122 for the file, or route it to the agent, and route the 
Security Index conic to a clerk who then must take out the old Security 
Index card and add to the new one received from the Bureau the photograph

Further, it is pointed out that a considerable period of 
time elapses between the forwarding of the FD-122 to the Bureau and the 
receipt of the amended Security Index cards in the field. Under the 
present system in order to have the most recent change in the status of 
the subject reflected in the field 1 s Security Index cards, it is necessary 
that a temporary notation be made on the card pending receipt of the new 
card from the Bureau. This is all that is required ana, as a matter of 
fact it is believed that the preparation of cards donating changes in the 
status of a Security Index subject at the Bureau is unnecessary. It makes 
for additional work on the part of the supervisor and on the part of the 
clerk and can readily be eliminated without causing any hardship or loss 
of efficiency in the field.

Boston suggests that additional information be added to the 3X5 cards to 
show that the subject is a Top Functionary or Key Figure. Further, that the 3 X 5 
card be placed on the top serial rather than on top of the file, this would protect 
the card. 

SUGARY OF VIEWS 
Favoring Suggestion 

1 AlH aid in destroying file if necessary under war plans. Will assist 
supervisors and agents in file reviews. (San Antonio) 

Opposing Suggestion 

Logical place to check would be Security Index File rather than the 
investigative file*. Card could be easily torn off in handling file. Suggestion would 
entail additional clerical work. (New York City) 

Files where Security index cards are authorized are readily identifiable on 
quick review because of the presence of form FD— 122 or FD— 152 near the top of the fils. 
Employment and residence are checked every 6 months and are readily apparent in top 
serials. No useful ourpose can be served in retaining 3X5 card after it has been 
removed from top of file. Suggestion would complicate administration of Security 
Index cases. (San Francisco) : 

The Security Index file furnishes a ready reference to file numbers. Every 
file with a Security Index card approved contains form FIH122 which is prepared every 
6 months in verifying residence and employment. This form is easily noted within the 
file. (Detroit)

‘Suggestion would require additional administrative duties, additional 
handling of files, and additional clerical, agent, and supervisory time. No difficulty 
being experienced in identifying files where Security Index cards are approved. (Chicago 

Suggested card w?uld be duplication of the functions of the Security 
Index card box. They would become detached in handling the file* It is easy to 
determine if Security Index card has been cancelled by looking at the 1-A 
envelope. (Newark) 


Files on Security Index subjects are very active and are reviewed periodically 
on tickler. The fact that the file is received on an administrative tickler is a 
flag to the supervisor that a Security Index card is involved. Further, cards on the 
outside of the file would be torn off. Clerical time consumed in stamping the 
suggested card and placing it on the file is of doubtful value. (Cleveland) 

Suggestion is of no advantage to an office the size of Miami which has a 
total of 65 Security Index subjects. The Communist supervisor and Chief Clerk are 
both opposed to suggestion. (Miami)

The Bureau is advised that I feel this procedure is _un- 
necer sorry. Each office at this tine maintains its Security 
Index cards in a manner whicn should allow a ready check to 
determine if an individual is the subject of a Security Index 
card. This office at trie present time has over 300 Security 
Index cards and there has never been a problem, in connection 
with the identification of a file which indicates that the sub- 
ject is a Security Inaex subject. 


If this suggestion is approved it would require additional ad- 
ministrative duties, additional handling of the files, which 
in turn would tie up necessary clerical, agent and supervisory 
personnel to insure that the 3x5 cards are on each file of 
the Security Index card subjects and that they are removed when 
the Security Index card is cancelled. It is my belief that w r ith 
the administrative burden already necessary to supervise the 
internal security matters and the Security Index, unless an 
additional procedure is absolutely necessary to effectively 
handle internal' security matters, suen should not bo adopted.

other hand, judging from an office the size of Miami with a total of 
65 Security Index subjects, there seems to be no practical reason as 
to why the 3” x 5” card is needed.' "We have borne in mind that a 
number of the Security Index files are in a closed status and that 
theyahe reopened semi-annually for the purpose of verifying addresses. 


I have discussed this matter with the Communist Supervisor 
and he does not feel that the 3” x 5” index card would serve any 
useful purpose insofar as he is concerned. I have discussed the 
matter with the Chief Clerk and she feels that this would add nothing 
to the efficiency of the Chief Clerk's Office. I cannot personally 
see that in an office the si^e of Miami any benefit whatsoever would 
be gained by having the file so labeled. Not foreseeing any benefits, 
I respectfully offer my suggestion -chat I am opposed to the practice 
as being unnecessary. The same line of reasoning applies to the 
placing of the 3" x 5" card in the 1-A exhibit envelope of files wherS 
Security Index subject cards have been cancelled.

it is felt that the suggestion should not be placed into effect for the follow- 


ing reasons: 



If there is a desire to determine whether or not a Security 
-^fndex oard ^exists on a subject, the logical place to check would be the 
Security Index file rather than the subject's case file as it would be a much 
quicker check. If the desire was to have the information re the existence 
of the Security Index card readily available at the time the file was reviewed 
in connection with tying in additional information, the work involved in main- 
taining the 3x5 card in the fashion suggested would not seem to justify the 
results obtained. A card of the type indicated could be easily torn off in 
connection with removing and returning the file to the jacket and one could 
never be sure if there was no Security index card merely oecause there was no 
3x5 card attached. Further it would seem that the existence or non existence 
of a Security Index card would rarely be the final determining factor of what 
action should be taken with a new piece of mail, but rather the extent of the 
subject's activity as is known at the time the file is reviewed. Therefore, 
b earing in mind that the institution of the system suggested would entail consider- 
able clerical work not only from the standpoint of initiating the project but also 
in keeping it up to date and the result therefrom would be of questionable value, 
it is believed that the suggested plan should not be placed into effect.

Re Bureau letter, November 1, 1950 which opinions were requested, 
as to whether the bureau should continue to prepare amended SX cards. 

The view of this office is that the Bureau should continue to pre- 
pare the amended cards. The reasons in this office the Index now consist Ox 
four different types of cards. One is the recently adopted Bill card. The 
second and third* are earlier approaches to the first and are similar to the 
I3H card in that the face of the cards contains room for residence and employ- 
ment changes while the reverse side is used for photograph and description. 

The fourth type card, however, used here (and originally designed by this . 
office) contains all pertinent information including descriptive data on its 
face. The reverse side has been used only for the stapling of a photograph. 


fourth type of caru is so set up that vhera uu 
residence and employment on its race. Previous correspondence had iueU' acted 
Detroit not to make a project of revising this original card but to substitute 
the newer type as residence and employment changes were made. 

— "Accordingly it will be seen that if the Bureau were to stop pre- 
paring amended cards Detroit would in the majority of cases be required to. 
retype any changed cards since the preponderance of those now in. the Detroit 
file do not lend themselves to written changes. Hence it is desired, at least 
until a much greater proportion of the "original type "SI. cards have been 
replaced by the IBM type, that the present system remain in io.^e. 

Turning to the problem of convenience and time saving methods in 
affixing SI photographs and descriptions to changed SI cards, it is suggested: 

1. In cases where an !>?! card has not previously been received 
from the Bureau, the field office shall type the description of Subject and -p 
staple photograph of Subject onto the reverse side of the IBM card as has pre- 
viously been dene by each field office. 

2. In cases where an IBM card has previously' been received and is

Security Index Cards, I find that there is no real hardship found in the 
administration of the Security Trvl at Vy oU.Kot* +h° r\T*oao«f ovo f r\m 

or the suggested system of stapling one of the ammended IBM cards to the 
geographical card. The problem is not acute at Newark at this time. 

It is my opinion that the suggested process of stapling the 
ammended IBM cards to the geographical security index cards would be 
the most efficient from an economic as well as a clerical viewpoint. 

However, it is also my opinion that the process of stapling 
the cards or of retyping the descriptions should be left to the 
discretion of the individual office. 

In Newark's particular case, the stapling would increase the 
number of Security Index Cards to the extent that it would reouire an
